Every material allegation 
la the IndlctiuAnt must be proved beyond 
raMoubte doubt, that is, to a moral cer- 
tainty. He compared direct and circum- 
•iauUiU evidMce, and said that failure to 
an essential fact would be fatal, Imt 
failure to prove a helpful fact might not 
be. £v«ry fact proved must be reasonably 
•onsisteat with guilt. 


The government did not show that any- 
body else had the opportunity to commit 
the crime, but must prove defendant com- 
mitted it. The jury must reason as to the 
effect of defendant's conduct and state- 
ments. They were not to conclude by ex- 
pert testimony, but were to apply to it a 
reasonable judgment. 'X*hey might convict 
if satisfied the act was done by another 
party, but that defendant was present aid- 
ing and abetting. The fact that defendant 
did not testify should not influence them 
against her. 


The justice concluded hie charge to the 
jury at 8:15, and they at once retired, while 
a breathless silence fell over the crowded 
court room, which was unbroken until tho 
return of the twelve men who held Lizzie 
Borden't life in their hands. 


The jurors filed into their seats at 4:30, 
and were polled. Miss Borden was ask-ed 
to stand upi and the foreman was asked to 
return the verdict, upon which he an- 
nounced ''not guilty," 


After the verdict bad been received the 
district attorney moved that the other 
cases against Miss Borden be nolle prossed, 
and tho order of the court was to that ef- 
fect. 


J ustlce Mason then gracefully thanked 
the jurors in appreciation of their work and 
faithful service. The jury was then dis- 
missed and court was adjourned until 
Monday next, when the regular criminal 
Mfi.Hion will be opened. 


Miss Borden's head went down upon the 
rail in front of her and tears came where 
they had refused to come for many a long 
day as she heazxi the sweetest words ever 
poured into her willing ears—the words 
'•not guilty." 


Mr. Jennings was almost crying, and his 
voice broke as he put his hand out to Mr, 
Adams, wlio sat next to him, and said, 
"Thank God," while Mr. Adams returned 
the pressure of the hand and seemed in- 
capable of speech. 


The closing ucene in the trial was in direct 
contrast with those which had preceded it.

Sheriff 
Wright was powerless to wield the gavel, 
and not once during the tremendous ex- 
citement, which lasted fully a minute, did 
he make the slighuist sign of having heard 
it. He never saw the people rising in their 
B^ts and waving their handkerchiefs, in 
unison with their voices, because his eyes 
were full o( tears and were completely 
blinded for the time. 


Governor Robinson turned to the rapidly 
dissolving jury as they filed out of their 
seats and beamed on them with a fatherly 
interest in his kindly co^es, and stood upas 
Mr. Knowlton and Mr. Moody came over 
to shake hand» with the counsel lor the 
defense. 


When the spectators had finally gone 
Mis» Boiden was taken to the room of the

D"EÀTH AFTER' THË RACES. 


Klne People Killed aud Many Hurt In à 


Tunnel. 


New York, June 21.—A train on the- 
Long Island railroad, upon which were a 
thousand persons returning 
from 
the 
Sheepshead Bay races, was derailed last; 
evening in a tunnel a short dist«inco from 
Parkvillc, L. I. Two person^ wore killed 
outright, seven died soon after being re 
moved to tho hospital, and about a hun- 
dred were injured. 


The dead aro: Patrick Daly, a court ofll- 
eer of tho Third district court. Now York 
city; H, S. Pringle, of New York; Henry 
Spink, marshal at JeiTersou Market police 
court, New York city; Robert Cudley, ti 
New York policeman; George Quinby, 
unknown man, about 35 years old; B. J. 
McGouigle, Fritz D. Johnson and John 
Sim lay. 


Tho accident happened upon wh«it i* 
known as tho Bay Kidge division of the 
Manhattan railroad, about half a mile 
from the little town of Parkville, which in 
at tho Junction of the roads running to 
Coney Island and Manhattan beach and 
Sheepshead Bay. Tho Bay Ridge division, 
after lelving Parkvillc, passes under a'via- 
duct of the Coney Island boulevard. The- 
fatal train reached this point at about 0 
o'clock. Crowded aboard were men. women 
and childi'on who had been spending the 
day witnessing the suburban race. 


The train consisted of six cars. 
The 
front aud rear cars were closed. 
Tho 
others were open. Every seat was taken, 
and men stood in the aisles of the cars and 
shoulder to shoulder ui)on the platforms 
running along the sides of tho open cars. 


As the train neared the tunnel the last 
four cars jumped the track. Then the en- 
gine and iirst two cars broke loose and 
speeded through tho tunnel, while the de- 
railed cars plunged half way through. 
In 
transit many had their bodies bruised by 
the rocks of tho tunnel, while others were 
thrown from the train and were cut by the 
cars. Women fainted and mon became 
panic stricken. When the cars finally 
stopped the wounded and dying were re- 
moved to hospitals. The cause of the ac- 
cident was a misplaced switch.

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BBMEDY FOR CHOLERA. 


A remedy for chicken cholera is as 
follows: Two gallons of water, one 
tabloflpoonful cayenne pepper, a lump 
of alum size of a hulled wnlmit, a small 
handful of fine cut tobacco ; boil well 
top:ether, then thicken with meal and 
bran, half of each; make it like thin 
mush. 
If any are too sick to eat, thin 
it and poixr down their throats. 
It 
-was never known to fail. 
It should be 
administered as hot as they can eat it, 
feeding a few times every fall at moult- 
ing time, as it assists them greatly in 
regaining their 
lost plumage. —is ew 
York Independent. 


DNAIKIXG HLTILSIDES. 


Drain tiles can be used with profit 
in nitich 
hill land. 
Wet 
weather 
springs are a nuisance and often cause 
considerable loss in a crop when the 
water is allowed to seop through the 
eoil below them. 
I have found the ex- 
l^ense of draining such land light, as 
the tiles need not be laid over two feet 
deep and need not be large. 
By con- 
necting several springs with one drain 
the spring water can be cared for with 
one pipe, and the surface waters from 
rains will run off the land as usual. 


It is not always an easy matter to 
find the vein of water, but it is of 
course always at the upper edge of the 
•wet spot, and when it is found a stone 
catch basin should be made to enable 
the water to enter readily. 
If the 
•water passes below the end of the tile 
"without finding it, it may seep through 
the sticky clay for a rod or more before 
entering, and the valve of the drain is 
partially lo^it. 
It is quite possible that 
thorough tiling of much hill land is ad- 
visable in order to let the air into it, 
"but as all cannot afford to do this the 
suggestion is that these fertile wet 
spots be relieved of the spring water 
anyAvay, thus enabling one to culti- 
vate earlier and to grow a good crop 
on the spots that usually are either 
tare or produce only a stunted growth, 
—New England Homestead, 


I restigation proved that phthisis and 
acute respiratory 
diseases 
are 
de- 
cidedly more fatal near stables than 
elsewTiere. 
The importance of this in- 
vestigation to farmers is to point out 
the necessity of care in placing their 
stables close to their dwellings. 
An- 
other point is the recklessness of men 
coming direct from the stable to the 
house with their clothing reeking with 
the effluvia of their contact with ani- 
mals, thereby engendering disease for 
which there is no appreciable cause. 
The investigation points out in un- 
mistakable terms the occasion for the 
malignant character of many disorders 
that have puzzled the medical world. 
Its teachings are that greater care 
should be exercised by all whose avb' 
cations call them to stables, not to 
enter houses until they have been in 
the air a sufficient length of time to 
dissipate the odors that their clothing 
absorbs in such 
places. —American 
Dairyman.

English draught horse breeders have 
given more attention to size, power 
and strength than any other breeders 
and have the heaviest draught horses 
in the world. 
The Clydesdale breeders 
in Scotland were the first to start a 
draught horse stud book and they have 
made pedigree their chief cornerstone. 
Prench breeders have made action and 
t)eauvy of form their aim. 
They care 
3iot BO much for size and still less for 
pedigree. 
The Belgian breeders be- 
lieve they have the model 
draught 
horse and have carefully maintained 
their type for generations. 


The American draught horse is being 
"evolved from these breeds ^vith good, 
heavy draught size, with style and 
action to suit our markets. 
European 
breeders have been developing their 
model draught horse for a hundred 
years and-have made the draught horse 
their national breed and the agricultural 
horse of all Europe. 
American farm- 
ers, too eager for experiment and im- 
patient for success, have tried all the 
breeds, have crossed and mixed them 
to their heart's content, and then di- 
luted with trotters and coachers and 
find we lock the chief element—size. 


Let us now adhere to line breeding, 
to sires in the same stud book, and 
grade up for a larger draught horse 
with size and weight in the collar, with 
iill the beauty of form, style and action 
we can get, but we must first get size 
to make draught horses; thousands of 
our little grades have beautiful forms, 
but with 6U0 pounds 
more 
weight 
•would make them double the price. 
Start now for that extra 500 pounds; 
try for the 1800 and 2000 pounds, and 
you will better appreciate the mistake 
of stopping with one or two crosses. 
Breed to the best jnire bred sires and 
grade up to the top. 
Never sell a good 
mare, 
however 
tempting the offer. 
Keep them to do the farm work and 
raise fine draught colts,—Western Ag- 
riculturist and Live Stock Journal. 


NOT A HEAIiTHFUIi SMELL. 


It is almost a universal belief in this 
country that the smell of .manure 
is 
healthful, 
Eecent investigation 
by the Board of Health of New York 
City demonstrates that such belief rests 
on a fallacy. 
Some English hygienists 
characterize ' 'mews," as ^tables are 
called over there, as hotheads of dis- 
ease. The Board of Health of New York 
City have been collecting statistics 
since July 1, 1892, on this subject. 
During the investigation 35y6 stables 
were visited and their sanitary condi- 
tion and the mortality occurring in 
10,2G6 houses with a iDoimlation of 
241,G70 people, including 83,325 chil- 
dren less than live years old were 
noted. 
The houses were all within 
jifty feet of stables. 
The results are 
formulated on an estimate of 1,84=8,413 
population and the figures are against 
the heulthfulness of stables. 
The be- 
lief that scarlet fever and diphtheria 
are fostered by the proximity of stables 
is borne out by the investigation. 
Whooping cough, that is generally be- 
lieved to be beneficially affected by the 
stable elHuvia, had the same mortality 
near stables as elsewhiire. 
The m-

Moat of Tholr Tricks Clinuslly Don© 
and Kaaily Octortod —Much Infe- 
rior to American Magicians. 


" OTHINQ is more amusing for 
one who has seen the best of 
^^^ 
the jugglei's of India give 


(f 
their most celebrated exhibi- 
tions in their native land, surrounded 
with everything calculated to give ef- 
fect to their performances and 
to 
heighten the delusion attempted, than 
to read almost any of the frequently 
published accounts of the weird and 
unearthly performances of the Hindoo 
juggler. 


There is hardly a work of travel in 
India that does not contain some mar- 
velous account of the great perform- 
ances of the native juggler, and nearly 
all writers state that these performers 
work without paraphernalia, clothing, 
stage or confederates. 
I determined 
to see and investigate the greatest and 
best of the jugglers in India, and now 
recall the satisfaction experienced as 
v;o stood on the quarter deck of a 
great East Indian liner as she slowly 
steamed against the swift yellow cur- 
rent of the Hoogly River, up jmst the 
long stretches of plantation?, Hindoo 
villages and ruined temples until we 
came in sight of the City of Palaces, 
Calcutta, the Mecca of the Oriental 
traveler, the metropolis and seat of 
government of British India, for 
I 
knew that after having attended to the 
business that caused my visit to the 
Far East there would be an opportun- 
ity to study the type of juggler that 
lias been astonishing the traveled writ- 
er since the days of the great Sha Gehari 
and Warren Hastings. 


The presenting of credentials, calling 
on agents and securing of supplies for 
the trip to the Yale of Cashmere. so 
fully occupied the first few days ashore 
that the juggler was almost lost sight 
of, when one afternoon after lunch 
(called tiffin here) the weird, plaintive 
strains of a snake walla's pipe were 
wafted through my windows from the 
court below; a glance down and out re- 
vealed a snake charmer at work; he 
was seated on the stone pavement of 
the hotel court with his baskets a short 
distance away. 
The pipe on which he 
performed was made of two hollow 
canes united at the top and joined to a 
third cane that formed a mouthpiece, 
the object of the two b^irrels or flutes 
being probably the production of a 
series of chords agi'eeableto the human 
ear, but it was impossible to detect 
anything resembling a fine air or tune. 


The "musician" continued to. blow 
on his pipe and one of his assistants 
removed the lid of the largest basket, 
when out glided a very fine specimen 
of the cobra di capello, which reared 
its hooded head, and swayed back and 
forth apparently 
j^leased with 
the 
sound of the pipe., Two other baskets 
were opened and two more serpents 
joined the 
first. 
The piper 
would 
reach out and move them with his dis- 
engaged hand; he would bring them 
nearer until they would crawl into his 
lap, twine around his arms and sway 
their ugly heads so near the pipe as to 
touch it occasionally, 
Finally the 
piper stopped playing and' took the 
snakes up in the most unconcerned 
manner possible, thrust them back in- 
to their baskets and produced a mon- 
goose, a small ferretlike animal fastened 
by a long leathern thong. 
After al- 
lowing the animal to run about for a 
few moments he offered to allow one 
of his cobras to fight the mongoose for 
ten rupees, about $5. 
Anxious to see 
the experiment I produced the coin 
and a battle began, which soon ended 
in the death of the serpent, while the 
mongoose appeared as lively and un- 
injured as he was before the combat. 


Captain Paul Julian, 
one of our 
yarty x^urchased the dead snake from 
the charmer for three rupees and the 
performers departed in search of an- 
other audience. The Captain dissected 
the head of the corba and found that 
the poison-bearing fangs had been ex- 
tracted. the poison sac cut out and 
the place from which it was taken 
seared with a hot wire to x^i'event its 
reforming. 


Now wo come to the magician or 
juggler who, instead of going about 
nearly naked, wears robes with flowing 
sleeves that would enable Hermann or 
Kellar to produce or vanish a sheep. 
They do not use any elaborate me- 
chanical devices, it is true, but they 
have what answers the same purpose. 
We found a troupe of these performers 
working in a small village back of Cal- 
cutta and watched them do the very 
ordinary cup and ball trick, using the 
hard ground for a table, but when I 
raised a cup under which the ball had 
disappeared and drew out the extra 
one concealed in it the performers and 
spectators alike were very indignant, 
and I am satisfied that our guns (we 
had been snipe shooting) 
kej^t the 
crowd from mobbing li^i. 
We threw 
some silver to them, but could not in- 
duce them to continue their perform- 
ance. 


Wo went out to see a magician work 
on the upper part of the Miadan, a large 
plaza in Calcutta, and he did the growth 
of the mango for us in a tolerably clever 
manner, 
Pirst we saw an 
earthen 
ahatty or pot, which the magician filled 
svi>h soil beforje us; then he took three 
bamboo sticks, made a tripod and cov- 
ered the i^vt with a piQce of dirty cot- 


luu ciotn after first planting a mango 
Rnd carefully watering the earth. 
The 
bamboo and cloth made a cone about 
three feet in height. Into this cone the 
performer would frequently thrust hia 
hand?, all the time muttering an incan- 
tation. In a few moments she rcmovcd- 
the cone, showinir a mango sprout; 
then he repeated the incantation and 
showed us a small tree. 
This was done 
as it is in this country, ond is too simple 
to explain, as every boy's book on 
magic gives a full description of the 
trick. 


Just outside the fort at Bombay we 
saw the basket trick well done. 
An old 
magician exhibited a basket into which 
a bov was thrust. 
The cover of the 
basket was fastened down, when the lad 
began to call out. 
This apporcntly so 
enraged the performer that he drew a 
tulwar, or native sword, and plunged 
it several times through the 
basket. 
This was accompanied by fearful cries 
from the boy inside and the sword was 
dripping with blood; the crios became 
fainter, until they ccasod altogether. 
When the right moment arrived the 
boy came calling as he ran from the 
other side of the square, bounded into 
the circle around the magician and ex- 
tended his hand for the small coins of- 
fered. 
In the excitement of his return 
the basket was forgotten by all but the 
writer, who saw a shawl thrown over it 
and it was hurriedly carried away by 
two natives. 
The Captain pronounced 
the blood on the sword beef blood. 
There were two bovs. 
The holes in the 
basket onlv admitted the sword where 
the bov could avoid it, and he covered 
the blade with blood carried in a blad- 
der. 


Nowhere in the world is the value of 
striking doiibles so appreciated as in 
India, where all the people of a cer- 
tain cast resemble each other,' 
This 
resemblance is heightened by having 
clothing, tiirbans, beards, cast marks 
and jewelry exactly alike. 
The magi- 
cians, while often ap])arcntly alone, 
are really siirrounded by confederates. 
They belong to a cast of performers, 
and are the descendants of perform- 
ers ; consequently they have such con- 
fidence in their power to deceive as to 
impress the beholder and greatly as- 
sist tbe deception. 
Their 
garments 
favor their art in every possible man- 
ner, and they are sure of an audience 
of natives who will aid them in every 
way to deceive the white faced stran- 
gers. 


The burial trick is done exactly the 
same as the basket tricky—with doubles. 
They carry the double 
confederate 
idea out so far as to have all sorts of 
animals in parts so closely resembling 
each other that detection is almost im- 
possible. 
They are fair ventriloquists 
and good animal and bird 
trainers. 
They work on the bare ground, it ia 
true, but they could not work any- 
where else, all their tricks being ar- 
ranged for this sort of thing. 
They 
do few tricks with coins, are not even 
ordinary 
performers of 
sleight of 
hand, but depend almost entirely on 
the audiences, who do not consider it 
right to interfere with them or attempt 
to discover how their tricks are done 
with the simplest possible 
arrange- 
ment of doubles.—New York Herald«
